A Declaration of the 
Lords, and Commons Aflem- 


bled in Parliamenr. 


Sa» Hcreas in a paper inſcribed 
$ to our truſty and welbelo- 
Ae ved the Lord Major, Al- 
Fes dermen , and Sheritts of 
Ee the City of London , da- 
by. ted the fourteenth of Iune 
1642: Itisaffirmed that great labovr 13 
-ulcd to periwade his Mayeſties Subjedts to 
raiſe Horſes and ro furniſh moncy npon 
pretence of a Guard for the Parliament 
but, 3n{ Truth to bee imployed' againſt 
His Majeſty, the Lords*and Commons | 
doc declare, that the deligne of thole 
Propoſitions 3s, ' as was formerly declared, 
to maiytaine the Proteſtant Religion, the 
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Kings authority and Perſon in his Royal! 
- "Dignity, .the free courle of Juſtice, the 
 Lawesof the Land, the peace of the King- 
dome aud priviledges of Parliament, a- 
gainſt any Force which. ſhall oppole 
them, F 
And they doe furthcr ceclare, that ag 
the Forces already attending his Majeſtic 
and the preparation which his Majeſty is 
* now making of Arms,horle,and Ordnance 
from within his Kingdomc, and withour, 
at firſt coloured under the pretence ofa 
Guard, doeevidently appeare to be inten- 
ded for ſome great andextraordinary de- | 
ſigne;; So they give juſt: ceule of teare and 
lealouſic to the Parliament, and doe fully 
jaſtifie thoſe Votesof the Kings intention 
of levying Waragainſt the Parliament, to 
be altogether free from any Imputation of 
ſcandal; as 1s1njuriouſly caſt npon them by 
that Paper. . 

For. ſo long:as his Majeſty ſhall conti- 
nue thoſe Levies, and preparations, the 
Lords and Commons in Parliment havin 
beene {o. eften threatned and reviled for 
their proceedings abont Hull and the ei 
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l:tta; fo neceſſarily undertaken -for t 
goodand peace of the Kingdome, they 
cannot be ſecure by-his Majeſtieg ſolemne 
Proteſtation alone , expreſled in this and 
other Declarations rhat all bis deſires and 
purpoſes are for. the publique peace , and 
that he hath not the leaſt thought of uling 
Force, except he be compelled to ut , for 
. the defence of his perion and proteCtion 
of the Lawes, lecing his Majeſty in a De- 
claration publiſhed at Hey worth Moor doth 
interpret the protection of the Lawes in 
ſuch a manner as giveth jult and full occa- 
 fion to beleeve that by. protecting the 
 Lawes his Majeſtic intendeth & orce upon, 
 or:againſt thoſe, who. ſhal] ſubmic ro the 
- Ordinance of the AMHilitia ;. And becaulc it 
» appeares by diverle expresfions and pro- 
ecedings: of his Majeſtie he hath diſcove- 
' redan intention ot making ſome atrempt 
upon Hull ; ln both which Caics, they do 
deelare,' taiat whatlocyer Violence ſhalbe 
; uſed, who exercic the Militia, or againſt 
Hull, they cannot but take 1c as done a+ 
- gainlt the Varhament. ,_ PI 
And whereas rhe Houſes haye. upon leave, 
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vice of ireland, from the Companies of the 
City of London, for which they give them 
great and hearty thankes)T hey doe de- 
clare theſe {ſummes ſhal bee diſpenſed as 
the former have beene to-that onely Ser- 
vice, notwithſtanding an Inſinuation lay- 
ing an ſpcr{jon upon them, as if they had 
done otherwiſe. Further whereas it is de= 
clared to the great reproach of Parlia. 
ment, that the ſummes defired towards 
the raiſing of Horſe and Arms,is contrived 
upon general pretences of ſome few fadt- 
ous perſons; Fee leave itto allrhe: world 
to Iudge, how'it is poſſible the' Houſes 
ſhov1d have all their Members, ſeeing di- 
verſe of them are by -bhis Majeſty ſummo- 
ned to Yorke, and there contrary tothe 
Lawes of the Land; and ' Priviledpes of 
Parliament, detayned , nay protected 
from the Inftice of both Houles, and ie-, 
condly, how that can-poſſibly be called 
a faion which is done by both Houles 
of Parliament: the greateſt Court of En- 
gland, and the moſt faithful} Councel his 
azefty hath. Bar at ſuch language as =
